From our 
research we quickly realized that there was much more information than we could possibly 


include in a one-hour show. However, all of our research has influenced and informed the develop- , 


ment of the play. 


"Of Clowns and Thieves", is a show done in circus style, about the circus that is politics. 

This show’s style is heavily influenced by satire, slapstick and physical comedy, Saturday morning 
cartoons, Guillari and Commedia dell’Arte, English pantomimes, and the work of such famous 
clowns as Fo, Grock, Grimaldi, Chaplin, Keaton, Cleese and Marx, both Groucho and Kari. It 
interweaves contemporary and literary events into larger than life theatrical reality employing 
song, dance, and zany physical humour. While humourous and engaging, the show’s content deals 
with the things we must think about in choosing the people who govern our lives. 


As students of Drama in Education, we hope that students who see our play will leave the show 
thinking about the issues it has raised, and asking relevant questions.
